Another Description of the Volcanic 
Eruptions at Hawaii. 


‘San Francisco, Feb. 24.—[By the Asso- | th 


ciated Press.] The steamer Australia, 


which arrived this morning from Honolulu, | 


brings full particulars of the great lava flow 
from Mauna Loa. The sight is described as 
magnificent beyond description. A column 
of fire was first observed from the summit 
of the crater on the night of January 16th. 
The fire died down before midnight, but 
that great volcanic disturbances were going 
on was evident, as the cessation of the fire 
was followed. by earthquakes, which fol- 
lowed in quick succession up to the night of 
the 18th, when fire and lava . urst 
forth from the mountain side. e * 
of the flow is estimated at 20 miles. is 
distance the lava accomplished in two days, 
8 it descended, and reaching the 
sea on the evening of January 20th. The 
stream of lava continued to flow without in- 
terruption till the 29th, when a river of fire 
burst forth, following the line of the lava 
flow. When the fires flamed out the neavy 
earthquakes although slight tremors 
were felt at intervals thereafter. 
AN ARMY OFFICER’S ACCOUNT. 

Maj. Benson, U.S.A., visited the coast 
where the flow of lava entered the sea. He 
thus describes the scene witnessed by him 
after nightfall on January 23d: With the 
increased darkness, point after point of fire 
was developed along the entire course of 
the flow, until the culmination was reached, 
at 2:30 a.m., when the liquid belched forth 
from the crater far above, to a height of 150 
feet.“ Maj.

The Colonel replied 
that he was the presiding officer of the Sen- 
ate and must keep his seat, and stepped 
forward, when the doorkeeper repelled him 
to the foot of the stairs. Thereupon he 
stood in front of the Clerk’s desk and stated 
that he had been elected Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of the State, and by the Constitution 
was the iding officer of the Se and 
demanded his — 
FORCED FROM THE CHAMBER. 
The point of order was raised that none 
but members of the Senate could take up 
the time of the body, which Smith sustained 
and called upon the doorkeeper to remove 
Robertson from the chamber. The door- 
keeper approached Robertson and took his 
arm and the two walked ont by the main 
door. The crowd saw n come out 
and there was great excitement. He 
mounted the steps and made a speech, 
reciting what had transpired in the chamber 
and cautioned the people to do nothing that 
would infringe the peaee or dignity of the 
State, or which they would regret in cooler 
moments. This ended the trouble and Col.
